WINGLESS AIRCRAFT, 
BUILT ON ROTOR SHIP 
PRINCIPLE, TESTED 


Two Cylinders on Each Side 
Are Turned by Auzili- 
ary Motor. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—-The se- 


crets of a new mysterious aircraft, 
without wings and operated on the 
rotor principle,today were being 
guarded by three inventors who 
are developing the craft on a 
barge on Long Island Sound. 
Walter P, Chrysler and Harold 
Elstner Talbott Jr. are said to be 


backing the venture, 

The machine is based on the 
principle used in the Flettner rotor 
ship. It resembles a seaplane 
wtihout wings. A single motor in 
the nose supplies the traction 
through a three-bladed propeller. 
An air-cooled auxiliary motor pro- 
vides power to rotate the cylinders 
which take the place of wings. 

Two rotors are on each side of 
the craft. An outrigged rudder is 
forward, behind is a small pair of 
tandem cockpits. Between the mo- 
tor and the cockpits are two large 
booms used in place of the cus- 
tomary four longerons. 

Approach to the barge on which 
the experiment is being made is 
closely watched. The three in- 
ventors and three assistants are 
the only persons permitted on 
board.

LIQUOR INSPECTOR 


EREIS OUSTED ON 


EXTORTION CHARGE 


James A. Barr Admits Tak- 
ing Money From Three 
Supply He Checked. 


TWO PHARMACISTS 
LOSE U. S. PERMITS 


Agent Returns $50 to Zollie 
L. Glenn, 2400 Marcus, 
Who Made Complaint — 
No Criminal Action. 


Following admission that he ac- 
cepted money from three drug- 
gists whose alcohol disposal rec- 
ords he was checking, Prohibition 
Inspector James A. Barr has been 
forced to resign -from Government 
service, it was learned today. 

Although his admission was 
made July 3. after one of the 
druggists had complained of extor- 
tion, no legal action has been taken 
against the foi1mer inspector. The 
alcohol permit of the complaining 
druggist, however, has been re- 
voked as was the permit of one 
of the other drug stores where 
Barr told his superiors that he had 
accepted money. Action against the 
third druggist is pending. None of 
the druggists had been arrested or 
reprimanded by the department 
prior to the citations on their per- 
mits. 

Zollie L. Glenn, proprietor of a 
pharmacy at 2400 Marcus avenue, 
made the complaint against Barr 
through a friend on June 18 and 
two days later Barr returned the 
$50 he got from Glenn. 

“When Barr asked me for the 
money,” Glenn told the Post-Dis- 
patch today, “he warned me that 
if I ‘squealed,’ I would lose my 
permit, regardless of what hap- 
pened to him. He was right. I got 
the revocation order from the Bu- 
reau of Industrial Alcohol last 
Monday. 

Complains of Losing Permit. 

“It seems strange to me that I 
should lose my permit for com- 
plaining against a man who mere- 
ly is permitted to resign and give 
me back the money he took. 

“There never has been a mark 
against my record with the prohi- 
bition department. My records have 
been inspected regularly and found 
in good order. Why even after I 
had complained against Barr, after 
he had given back my money, he 
turned in a report stating I was 
acting in good faith.”’ 

Glenn, testifying July 24 before 
George W. Crowder, legal adviser 
of the Missouri prohibition unit, 
at the hearing that resulted in re- 
vocation of his permit, said: “‘Barr 
came to me June 18 and after ex- 
amining my records of whisky and 
alcohol prescriptions asked what 
it would be worth to me not to 
have the whisky prescriptions in- 
spected. I said, ‘It is worth very 
little to me. I don’t care if you 
do or not.’ 

“Then he told me that if he ex- 
amined all of my prescriptions he 
would find one or two that were 
bogus or had ‘something wrong 
with them and that it would cost 
me $200 lawyer fees even if noth- 
ing else happened to me. 

Asked for $100 First. 

“Finally he said, ‘I can’t risk 
my job for any small amount. A 
lawyer will cost you $200, but can 
you raise $100?’ I said I couldn't, 
that I didn’t have that much in 
the store. I told him $50 was all 
I had, and that I thought I was 
being held up; that I didn’t think he 
could get anything on those pre- 
scriptions, that they were all filled 
out legitimately and as far as I 
knew the doctors were all right. 

“He said, ‘You know how the 
department is. If they want to get 
something on you, they can.’ He 
then said, ‘You have got too many 
whisky prescriptions for the 
amount of medicinal prescriptions. 
The department is no fool and 
hasn’t got fools working for it. 
We know where you get them.’ I 
said, ‘If you do, why jump on me?’ 

“I paid him the money and as 
soon as I could get in touch with 
a friend of mine, the friend re- 
ported it to Edward G. Marsh, 
chief inspector. I told my friend 
not to mention any names if he 
could help it. He came back and 
said: Mr. Marsh would have to have 
the names, I told my friend to go 
ahead. Barr’ came back the next 
day to get $50 more and I stalled 
him off until the following day. In 
the meantime Mr. Marsh had 
talked to me, and when Barr came 
pack the next time he gave me 
back the $50 and said, ‘I thought’ 
you were a man of your word.’ 

“T told him I was a man of my 
word, except when I was made to 
do things under duress. I said, 
‘I think. you are a bum inspector 
and I think I did the department 
a favor in getting you out’. He 
had already told me he had re- 
signed. I told him, ‘You know 
you didn’t have anything on me. 
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AMERICAN UNDER 
DEATH SENTENG 
ASSP SETFREE 


C. L. Hartmann Learns on 
Revisiting Alsace After 
48 Years That He Is Mis- 
taken for Another. 


HIS NAME USED 
BY GERMAN AGENT 


French Court Rescinds Pen- 
alty With Apologies and 
Transfers It to ‘‘Un- 
known. 99 ,

PARIS, Aug. 20.—The military 
tribune of Paris held a special ses- 
sion today and recorded the inno- 
cence of 75-year-old Charles 
Leopold Hartmann, pro-French 
Alsatian and American citizen of 
Bakersfield, Cal., who was arrest- 


ed upon charges of being a Ger- 
man spy when he returned to visit 
his birthplace in Alsace. 

Unaware that a famous German 
secret agent had operated in Eu- 
rope for years under his name and 
during the World War had been 
condemned to death by the French 
Council of War, he returned last 
July to his native town of Nord- 
heim, which he had not seen in 
48 years. He was astonished to 
find that he was down in war rec- 
ords as a German agent who had 


-been. condemned to death in absén- 
ss : 


The real Hartmann visited Eu- 
rope this summer in the hope of 
finding in his birthplace a few per- 
sons who might still remember 
him. But he found instead -that 
every door in Nordheim was closed 
against him, and that far from beifig 
forgétten, he was the town’s most 
hated native son. Unable to un- 
derstand the animosity toward 
himself he sought out the Mayor 
of the town who explained to him 
that he had been condemned to 
death as a spy by a French court 
should he ever return to France. 

Hartmann protested that he had 
not been in Europe in 40 years 
and asked to be arrested and given 
a chance to prove his innocence. It 
was only then that he learned of 
the activities of the spy who had 
stolen his name and assumed his 
identity. The false Hartmann 
called himself a banker and was 
a banker for revolutionary news- 
papers, but as soon as the war 
broke out he went to America 
where he worked in spreading 
German propaganda against the 
making of munitions for the Allies. 

While the real Hartmann in Cali- 
fornia was freely expressing his 
pro-French sentiments, the stealer 
of his name was working against 
the allied cost in the East. 
Going to England in 1915, the 
false Hartmann slipped through 
the hands of the British authorities 
with a forged French passport and 
reached Geneva, where he contin- 
ued to carry on anti-allied propa- 
ganda. If the real Hartmann had 
not returned to his birthplace his 
name would have been held in -ig- 
nominy forever among his fellow 
townsfolk. 

The court, in rescinding the death 
sentence, transferred it to ‘“‘an un- 
known person who usurped Hart- 
mann’s identity.” 

The American, a _  hote) man, 
through the embassy, obtained 
proof that he had lived in the 
United States since 1872 and had 
not left that country until he 
sailed July 3 to visit his old home. 

Robert. Murphy, United States 
Consul at Paris, assisted in the pro- 
ceedings but Hartmann made his 
own defense, in a firm voice which 
had not lost its Alsatian accent. 

The court expressed the sincere 

regret of France at the error of 
justice. 
‘ The trial of Charles Hartmann 
and Henri Guilbeaux, charged with 
espionage in having communicated 
intelligence to the enemy during 
the war, began Feb. 21, 1919. Both 
were convicted and sentenced to 
death. The records of this trial 
allege Hartmann was born in Al- 
sace, posed as a Frenchman, went 
to New York, in 1873 and there 
worked as a ship painter. When 
he returned to France he was re- 
puted to have accumulated wealth. 
Testimony indicated that he was 
in Switzerland in 1916 and he was 
also accused of having had rela- 
tions with the enemy.

Three planes which pressed the 
hunt for the Baltimore publisher 
for three hours this morning re- 
ported that there was such a 
strong tide out to sea with ocean 
currents moving away from shore 
in such volume,’ that little hope 
remained for the present that the 
body would be found near the 
coastline, 

Coast guard boats, engaged since 
yesterday with planes, the Sabalo 
itself, and the naval dirigible Les 
Angeles in the search, were still 


standing by today, but Paul  Pat- 
terson, editor of the Baltimore 
Sun, of whose publishing company 
Black was chairman of the board, 
said the yacht was about to leave 
the site where the publisher was 
missed at about 9 o’clock on Mon- 
day evening after having apparent- 
ly fallen over a deck rail from his 
craft. 

A report of the accident was 
made today to the New York office 
of the steamboat inspection serv- 
ice by Capt. Kelley of the Sabalo. 
He was asked to return tomorrow 
morning with one other witness to 
complete the formality of recording 
the tragedy. Capt. Kelley was ac- 
companied today by the chief en- 
gineer of the Yacht, A. W. Hay. 


Last Seen on Rail. 


Black was last seen. shortly 
after 9 o’clock Monday night, 18 
miles south of Ambrose Channel, 
sitting on the stern rail of his 
yacht, his legs entwined around the 
guard rails and one hand grasping 
a stanchion. He was smoking a 
cigarette. That day he had flown 
to Newport to see his twin grand- 
children, just born to his daughter, 
wife of Lieut. Albert J. Bolton. He 
had boarded the yacht at the wharf 
of the New York Yacht Club, foot 
of Twenty-sixth street, about 6 
o'clock, 

Shortly after 10 o’clock his valet 
went on deck to consult him. Black 
could not be found. Alarmed, the 
valet informed the captain, Johh 
W. Kelley. 

“We ordered the yacht, which 
was then about eight miles south 
by west of Shrewsbury buoy off 
the Jersey coast, stopped and we 
played searchlights on the ‘water,” 
said Capt. Kelley,

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NATIONAL BOARD 


Rains Bring Material Relief 
in Many Areas, but Nu- 
‘‘Largely Unrelieved.” 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—For- 
mally launched today into the task 
of co-ordinating drouth relief ef- 
fort, the Government's committee 
headed by Secretary of Agritulture 
Hyde, had before it three urgent 
requests for aid from states which 
had not figured in the origina] re- 
relief plans. 

The Governors of Alabama, Tex- 
as and Wyoming telegraphed re- 
quests that portions of their states 
receive help on the same basis as 
the remainder of the drouth area. 

Northern and Northwest Ala- 
bama counties, portions of West 
Texas a range sections of Wyom- 
ing were mentioired in the appeals. 
Gov. Moody described West Texas 
conditions as “disastrous” and said 
aid was “imperative.” 

Banking representatives on the 
State Relief Committees have been 
called to meet here next Tuesday 
to map out a definite financial pro- 
gram for drouth relief work. 

Secretary Hyde, who made the 
announcement after a meeting of 
President Hoover’s national drouth 
relief committee, also said that 
$800,000 of an original $6,000,000 
fund was available for seed loans 
in Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, Mis- 
sourl and Mentana. We-will make 
loans as far as it goes for seed for 
fall pasturage,” Hyde said. 

President Hoover called the first 
meeting of the drouth committee 
for late today at the White House. 
The meeting is for the purpose of 
organization and consideration of 
preliminary steps in the relief pro- 
gram. 

The Department of Agriculture 
reported today that while rains this 
week had brought material relief 
to many localities, numerous sec- 
tions were “largely unrelieved.” 

Corn Detertoration Checked. 

Deterioration of the corn crop 
was said to have been checked in 
most sections by frequent showers 
and cool weather, “but material 
improvement in the development 
will apparently be limited.” 

Harvest of small grains is now 
largely completed. 

Temperatures were moderate in 
the eastern cotton belt, but con- 
tinued abnormally high in the 
West, while local showers were 
rather general east of the Missis- 
sippi River. In the western belt 
the drouth has been mostly intensi- 
fied by continued high tempera- 
tures and lack of rain. 

‘““Moderate to heavy showers oc- 
curred during the week over large 
areas of the more drouthy sections 
of the country,” the report. said. 
“These have brought material re- 
lief to many localities especially in 
reviving pasture lands and tmprov- 
ing late truck crops and gardens 
where they were not too far gone, 
in repienishing stock water; and in 
some areas benefiting corn. ‘The 
soll in many places has become 
sufficiently moist for the resump- 
tion of plowing, especially in the 
western wheat belt, 

“The week brought.the best rains 
in a long time to large drouthy 
areas, the most substantial being in 
Kentucky, parts of West Virginia, 
Southwestern Indiana, Softheast- 
ern and much of Northern Illinois, 
extreme Kastern and Southwestern 
Iowa, much of South Dakota, Ne- 
braska and Kansas, rather general. 
ly in Missouri, North Central and 
paris of Western Tennessee. much 
of Arkansas, extreme Northeastern 
Oklahoma, Eastern Mississippi and 
more generally in Alabama.” 

“Extensive areas are, however, 
largely unrelieved,” continued the 
report. ‘These include most of 
Ohio, New York, Michigan, Minne- 
Sola, much of Montana, extreme 
Western Tennessee, Southern ~Ar- 
kansas and Northern Louisiana, 
and most of Oklahoma and Texas. 
In these sections crops continued 
to deteriorate, but in the Middle 
Atlantic area there was some re- 
lief, local showers and much cool- 
er weather,” 

In the southern portion of the 
corn belt the crop was so far gone 
before the rains came that only a 
limited amount of the late planted 
on bottom lands can receive actual 
benefit, the report continued, while 
in other considerable areas only a 
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checking of detertoration is appar- 
ent. 

In Ohio fhe crop has received 
little or no relief and much is be- 
ing cut for silage. Some improve- 
ment is reported in Indiana, and 
corn has been ‘helped in parts of 
Illinois, while in the gréat plains 
states, from the northern third of 
Kansas northward to South Dako- 
ta, much corn has. been materjally 
benefited. Deterioration continued 
in North Dakota and Minnesota, 
while about three-fourths of the 
acreage in Iowa is still suffering 
for rain, and much of that. where 


the drouth ays relieved cannot ma- 


ture marketable ears. In scon- 
sin fairly good growth continued, 
but in Michigan the situation is un- 
relieved.

has before it a list of 300 counties 
requiring aid, in which the cer- 
tainty of inevitable distress this 
winter is faced by a large portion 
of their population. : 
The Red Cross planned to shoul- 
der the principal burden of human 
suffering, laying plans now to meet 
the numerous appeals which its of- 
ficials feel are certain to come in 
as winter approaches;

Young, Federal Reserve 
Board; Chairman Payne, Amer- 
ican Red Cross; Chairman. Aish- 
American Railway Associa- 
tion; Ogden Mills, Undersecretary 
of the Treasury, and Henry M. 
Robinson, president of the First 
National Bank, Los Angeles, — 

In announcing the committee, 
President Hoover said late reports 
had “confirmed the severity of the 
situation and the inevitability of 
distress over the winter in the 
acutely affected counties.” 

In the drouth sections, he con- 
tinued, the destruction ‘of crops 
has “proceeded to a point that is 
beyond any great degree of recov- 
ery, although pasturage should im- 
prove.”’ 

The President emphasized that 
from a relief standpoint the “bur- 
den of the problem in the acute 
area will show very much more 
vividly over the winter than at the 
present moment.” ,

CHEERS, BANQUET 
IN PAGO PAGO FOR 
317 SAVED AT SEA 


167 Persons From the 
Tahiti Remain on South 
Sea Isle—Crew Praised 
for Its Calmness. 


B the Associated Press. 

PAGO PAGO, Samoa, Aug. 20.— 
The trans-Pacific liner Tahiti sank 
in a remote spot in the South Seas 
Sunday and the net effect among 
its 317 passengers and crew mem- 
bers was the fainting of two wom- 
en during the rescue operations. 

Stories of the incident echoed 
through Pago Pago today as the 
rescue ship Ventura sailed to San 
Francisco after making a seven- 
hour stop here to facilitate hand- 
ling the survivors of the British 
steamer Tahiti. The Ventura, 
which made a 700-mile dash to 
the Tahiti, arrived here yesterday 
afternoon and departed last night 
amid tumultous cheers. 

There were many messages of 
thanks and congratulation for 
Capt. W. R. Meyer and the crew 
of the Ventura. A banquet was 
given to rescuers and rescued, 
First Assistant Engineer Thomp- 
son of the Tahiti also was hailed 
as a hero. 

Every signal station in the had 
bor spelled out “well done’’ in in- 
ternational cod. flags as the Ven- 
tura approached. Every available 
whistle and other noise maker in 
Pago Pago was brought into play. 

Tahiti’s Skipper Praised. 

The cool headedness of Capt. A. 
H. Toten of the Tahiti and his 
crew came in for large measures 
of praise. For three days fear pre- 
vailed on the stricken liner and 
twice it appeared it was about to 
go down with all hands, but there 
was no disturbance. The Ventura 
effected the rescue less than three 
hours before the Tahiti disap- 
peared. 

The 700-mile dash of the Ven- 
tura was thought to have been the 
longest of its kind on record. It 
turned about, sped through vir- 
tually uncharted seas, making 16 
knots under forced draft through 
rough water, and arrived along- 
side the sinking ship in 47 hours. 

All hands, passengers, luggage, 
mail and a consignment of gold 
were taken aboard. Everyone es- 
caped without « scratch. The two 
women who fainted were treated 
by ship’s physicians. 

Liner Lost Propeller. 

The Tahiti, bound from Wel- 
lington, N. Z., to San Francisco, 
lost its port propeller Friday. Re- 
sulting damage to the tail shaft 
caused water to rush into the 
holds and engine room. The crew 
worked hard to stop the leak but 
the water gained. A distress call 
was sent out. 

The Ventura, the Norwegian 
freighter Penybryn, the French 
steamer Antinous and the British 
ship Tofua responded. The Peny- 
bryn reached the Tahiti Saturday 
but, because the Nervegian vessel 
lacked sufficient food and accom- 
modations, Capt. Toten decided to 
keep passengers and crew on the 
Tahiti until a larger ship arrived. 
The Penybryn stood by. 

The Ventura arrived Sunday. 
Lifeboats of the Tahiti and the 
Penybryn transferred the persons 
and valuables to. the rescue ship, 

“Rescue Like a Drill.” 

Sir Hugh Allen, director of the 
British Royal College of Music, a 
passenger of the Tahiti, praised 
the conduct of the ill-fated liner’s 
crew as well as the work of the 
rescuers. None of the passengers, 
he said, knew of the danger until 
hours after the propeller shaft 
broke. He sald the fight to keep 
the Tahiti afloat and the rescue 
operations were carried out as if 
they were drills. 

Bishop Bennett, another pas- 
senger, said passengers betame 
slightly nervous when a commo- 
tion was heard among the crew 
but went on deck only to meet 
smiling officers and stewards who 
requested them to. don life pre- 
servers. 

Ship's lights went out Saturday 
night when water reached the elec- 
tric generators. Flashlights and a 
few lanterns served the sleepless 
company. About 11 o'clock that 
night the Penybryn arrived and 
circled the Tahiti. This bolstered 
the morale aboard the _§ stricken 
ship and all eyes scanned the east- 
ern horizon for the Ventura. 

After completing the rescue tho 
Ventura stood by until the Tahiti 
sank, 

“All Hands Admirablie.” 

“There was no uncertainty among 
the passengers and crew of the 
Tahiti,” said Bishop Bennett. “All 
hands were admirable in handling 
the situation. It was done so weil 
that it seemed to lack direction.” 


Chief Officer Trask of the Ven. | 
tura said all boats of the Tahiti | 


were scuttied and air tanks 
smashed. When the ship did not 
sink as rapidly as expected, Capt. 
Toten and the carpenter of the 
Tahiti went aboard it and opened 
two watertight doors. 

They had time to laugh, how- 
ever, when the carpenter slipped 
on the wet, sloping deck in his 
scramble back to safety. In five 
minutes the Tahiti stood up on ite 
stern and sunk. 


Capt. Toten and his crew of 149 | 


and 17 of the Tahiti's passengers 
(a total of 167) left the Ventura 
here, Passengers were taken to 
Pago Pago homes and the crew 
was housed in military barracks.

NEW YORK, Aug. ..*,—Plans 
are being formulated for the bil- 
liard season which will get under 
»| pronounced headway before fall, 
and according to the schedule at 
even this early date the season 
will be one of the most noteworthy 
in the history of this ancient and 
universal game. Billiards in one 
form or another has been played 
since the early times of history, 
and the sport, with variations,, still 
is know in virtually every country 
in the civilized world. . 

According to B. E.- Bensinger. 
president of the Brunswick-Balke- 
Collender Co, for the last 25 years, 
the future of the sport never was 
brighter than at the present time. 
Much of this, he said recently, w 
due to the widespread adoption o 
miniature or junior tables, It has 
been found that in the crowded 
city life of today many jhomes do 
not permit the installation of reg~ 
ulation sized tables and thus the 
smaller ones have proved highly 
popular. 

This has Meant that more per- 
sons than ever before are playing 
billiards, which is one game that 
calls for competition rather than 
mere looking on. ‘Three cushions 
is leading. Mr. Bensinger thinks, 
in this style of table play, but the 
other standard games do not lack 
supporters. 

Three Cushions Coming Back. 

Along this line, it is interesting to 


note the interest being given to) 


three-cushion play from billiard! 
players and promoters. This game 
seems to be even beyond the popu-

The Governor's intervention 
came after the grand jury had for- 
mally decided yesterday to re- 
open the case in which last Thurs- 
day it refused to find indictments. 

Attorney-General Ward an- 
nounced last night that his office 
would take over the case at once 
and begin investigations under his 
persona] supervision. Sept. 15 is 
the first day upon which he can 
begin presentation of the case to 
a special grand jury, because of a 
law requiring a lapse of 20 days 
between the Governor’s order and 
the convening of a special trial 
term of the Supreme Court.

Afraid of Repression. 

“It would be no exaggeration to 

say that many people nowadays

,are as afraid of repression as they 


‘are of bad brains and contamin- 
-ated meat. Just as the fear of 
hell frightened our grandfathers 
from the paths of vice, so the fear 
of a complex scares us from the 
path of virtue.” 

Dr. Hardwick pointed out, how- 
ever, that habit and custom remain 
strong, saying: “The skeptic ‘re- 
tains his habit of morality much 
as the drilled soldier retains his 
discipline in the confusion of bat- 
tle. Practice, fortunately for us, 
doesn’t follow too closely on the 
heels of theory. People who hold 
the most extreme views often are 
excessively harmless in practice. 
The believer in communism is 
fidgety about his change, and the 
theoretical free lover is afraid of

Since the Ministry is 
responsible to the Reichstag, only a 90-day interreg- 
num is to be gained by dissolving that body. Further, 
the President is supposed to use this power only if 
“public security and order” are threatened. Though 
intended solely for times of civil disturbance, this 
clause now is invoked for the eighth time in a par- 
liamentary crisis. 

The German President may wield a powerful in- 
fluence by calling for referenda, by naming the 
Chancellor and by occasionally kicking out the legis- 
lators elected by the people. But so full of compro 
mises and restrictions is the Constitution that he 
can never aspire to be a figure rivaling Mussolini.

Two Views of Corn Sugar Labeling 


Permitting use of corn sugar without statement on label would legalize deception, 
evade purpose of law and shatter public faith, says Mrs. Hatvey Wiley; officer of 
manufacturers’ group asserts consumption of corn would grow, to benefit of 
farmer; denies dextrose is an inferior product, but is victim of discrimination. 


\. “WOULD LEGALIZE DECEPTION.” 
From a statement by Mrs. Harvey W. Wiley. 
HE food and drug law 1s a consumers’ 
measure.- Since passage of the law, th. 
Department of Agriculture has give, 
every indication that it was enforcing th. 
iaw in the interests of consumers. 


During the years that the law was under 
discussion, moreover, according to my hus- 
band, those who opposed the law dk 
everything in their power to turn it into a 
protection for practices which the law- 
makers were determined should not be per- 
mitted@ One of these was concealment: 
namely, to introduce into a manufactured 
food préduct something which was inferior, 
deleterious or which cheapened the food, 
furnishing more profit to the manufacturer 
and less nutrition to the purchaser. 

During all these debates before the com- 
mittees of Congress the members of Con- 
gress showed their intention of considering 
the consumer first. I believe that if in those 
days the question had arisen of putting corn 
sugar, which is haif as sweet as sucrose and 
would therefore require twice the bulk, Into 
manufactured foods without declaration on 
the label, these law-makers would have con- 
sidered it unfair to the consumer. 


Can it be that a ruling by the Secretary 
of Agriculture can change the nature of the 
law and that such ruling can compel the 
law enforcing body (the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration) to act contrary to the previ- 
sions and intent of the law? 

In “Regulations for the Enforcement of 
the Federal Food and D. ugs act, Regulation 
No. 21,” are the words: “When a substance 
of a recognized quality commonly used in

Under existing definitions, refined corn 
sugar may be used in confectionery. ice 
cream and bakery products without label 
mention. and is being used by the manvu- 
facturers of these products because they 
have found it a valuable aid in thelr pro- 
cesses and preparation of superior foods. 

Now the Secretary has been asked to give 
manufacturers of other foods, such as cat- 
sup, sweet pickles, preserved fruit, etc.. 
the same opportunity to use corn sugar. 


The fact that over 130,000,000 pounds of 
refined corn sugar was used by the con- 
fectionery, ice cream and bakery trades 
last year, while practically none was used 
by the manufacturers of other foods and 
beverages which require special tabeling, 
is strong evidence that the present depart- 
mental definitions are standing in the way 
of a large increase in use of refined corn 
Sugar and a larger amount of corn.

Pennsylvania Supreme Court 
Rejects Contention of Op- 
ponent. 


By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 20.—Gif- 
ford Pinchot’s nomination 
Governor by Pennsylvania Repub- 
licans at the primary last May was 
upheld today by the State Supreme 
Court. 

The court denied the petition of 
Francis Shunk Brown, principal 
opponent of Pinchot, to throw out 
approximately 60,000 ballots cast 
in Luzerne County on the ground 
that they had been mutilated by 
perforations. 

Pinchot carried Luzerne County 
by a plurality of 26,000 and the 
eutire State by about 20,000. Had 
Brown's petition been granted 
Brown would have been the nomi- 
nee by 6000. 

To prevent fraud, by the substi- 
tution of spurious ballots, the 
County Court directed that a cus- 
tom which had been followed in 
several previous elections be con- 
tinued and that perforated num- 
bers be placed on each ballot. All 
the perforatéd numbers in each 
voting district were the same. 

Substantially, the Supreme Court 
held that while the Luzerne Coun- 
ty Court had exceedéd its legal 
powers by ordering the perfora- 
tion of the ballots, this was not 
sufficient reason for throwing out 
the 60,000 votes of those who used 
them,

Traveling Gantry and Huge Excavator Among 
Largest Collection of Equipment Ever 
Used on a Single Job in City. 


A ditch big enough to float a 
battleship, its sloping sides lined 
most of the way with a mixture of 
rock and concrete that is hard 
enough to dull a pickax and part 
of the way with nothing more than 
willow trees, is under construction 
along the southern city limits, be- 
tween Gravois avenue and the Mis- 
sissippi River, as part of the $11,- 
000,000 job of taming and deodor- 
izing the tempestuous River des 
Peres. 

To accomplish this, what engi- 
oeers think is a larger collection of 
equipment than ever before em- 
ployed in St. Louis on any contract 
is in use. The most nove] device 
is the traveling gantry operating 
in sight of spectators on the Gra- 
vois avenue bridge which is facili- 
tating the laying of the stone walls 
and floor.

The story fol- 
lows: 

WILL R. MEYER, 
Master of the Steamship Ventura. 

NEARING PAGO PAGO, Aug. 20. 
—The Tahiti’s port propeller shaft 
carried away in the shaft tunnel 
at 4:30 a. m. Friday, tearing a hole 
in the ship, rupturing the tunnel 
into 
Nos. 3 and 4 holds besides the en- 
gine room. 

The first concern of the engineers 
was to shut off steam from the rat. 
ing engine. The second enginter 
He, was washed 


The engine 


managed to close the bulkhead 
but not before the engine 
had been virtually flooded: 
The Tahiti was in total darkness. 


With only their flashlights work- 


the engine room floor plates, the 
crew immediately rigged up extra 
pumps and drew the water from 
the two flooded holds. Stewards 
intrusted with pumps anid 
buckets and it was by such heroic 
efforts that the ship was kept 
, afloat. - 

The Ventura first heard of the 
| Tahiti’s plight at 5 a. m. Friday. 
iA general call from Suva, Fifi 
‘Islands, for all ships within range 
to report was picked up by our 
wireless operator. We immedaitely 
offered to sail to the Tahiti's as- 
| Sistance if wanted. Shortly after- 
ward we received a request from 


the manager of the Union Steam- 
ship Line to proceed to the Tahiti’s 
aid. We immediately directed our 
course to the disabled vessel. 

Though we were traveling at 
maximum speed, a heavy swell and 
strong westerly wind retarded our 
progress. We drove the ship along, 
however, and sighted the Tahiti’s 
smoke at 9:15 a. m. Sunday. The 
passengers were then trying to put 
on life jackets. 


When we arrived alongside the. 


Tahiti at 10:30 a.m. boats had 
been launched and were hovering 
around the Tahiti. The Penybryn 
was standing by to render assiat- 
ance if necessary. She assisted 


with her lifeboats in the transfer 


of passengers to our vessel. We 
immediately began to pick up pas- 
sengers and crew, and at 1:30 p. 
m. all hands were safely aboard 
the Ventura, : 

Passengers spoke in 
terms of the coolness and fortitude 
of Capt. Toten of the Tahiti and 
of the heroic efforts of the engi- 
neer’s staff and all the crew in 
keeping the ship afloat. 

In fact, all hands were placed in 
boats and launched without the 
slightest mishap, aud this with the 
Tahiti rolling in long swells. 
indicates splendid seamanship pre. 
vailed. 

Radio officers of the Tahiti, with 
only auxiliary 
because engine room dynamos were 
below water, added new laurels to 
their already splendid record. 

The Tahiti was foundering rap- 
idly when her captain and crew 
left her.

I was working all night— always 
have, I probably always will.

But there were so many demands 
for a second revue and, still thrilled 
over the success of the first one, 
I hop-skipped to the nearest piano 
to grind out a new set of tunes; 
I forgot all about resting—every- 
thing.

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KEEPING THE RUGS RIGHT 


worth several hundred dollars 

was thrown out with the junk 
in a rooming house recently, pre- 
sumably because it was “old” and 
had a couple of holes in it. 

How many of us know much 
about our rugs or how to care for 
them? It isn’t always necessary to 
send them to the cleaners or the 
dyers or to storage in order to 
preserve them, although unless 
their care is understood that is, of 
course, the wiser pian. 

A real lover of rugs regards them 
as an art lover does his pictures, 
and he knows that they are easily 
ruined by negligence or by care- 
less cleaning or renovating; but it 
is not always convenient to send 
them away, and to do them one’s 
self is an economy easily practiced. 

Ortental rugs should never be 
beaten, never suctioned by the 
vacuum cleaner, never swept by too 
stiff a broom. They should be 
scoured. A brush with stiff but not 
harsh bristles is dipped in gasdline 
and the rug gently but firmly 
ecrubbed. Then the process re- 
peated with clean gasoline will 
transform almost any soiled Orien- 
tal rug into its pristine beauty, 
bringing up the beautiful colors 
like magic. 

Naturally. not all Oriental rugs 
can be subjected to precisely the 
same process. The priceless ones 
should be turned over to rug ar- 
tisans who understand their rugs 
as a good breeder knows hig prize 
cattle, These artisans are skilled 
not Only in the various weaves but 
they know how to preserve or re- 
store the vegetable dyes with 
which all real Oriental rugs are 
colored. But as there are few of 
these capable rug specialists in the 
country, the suggestions of one of 
them which are passed on here 
should be appreciated. 

Your rug should lie smooth and 
flat upon the floor. all corners 
square, all edges down. If you find 
the edges turning up or wrinkling, 
you will find the pattern working 
itself owt of shape and you should

how worn or torn or apparently 
hopelessly stained a fine rug may 
be it is folly to throw it away. Ite 
faded colors can be brought back 
to all their original brightness, 
holes may be repaired by reweaving 
without altering the pattern: even 
the size of most rugs may be 
changed without impairing the de- 
sign. These things, of course, have 
to be done by skilled artisans who 
understand the ancient art, men 
who have the extraordinary pa- 
tience to tint precisely with exactly 
the right colors each of the thou- 
sands of little knots which go into 
the making of an Urtental rug. 


A prayer rug Once torn and soiled 
beyond what seemed any possibility 
of restoration has Just been pre- 
sented to a small town museum 
miraculously transformed. Its orig- 
inal size was 6 feet 11 inches by 
4 feet. It is now utne inches short- 
er, but the portion taken away was 
deleted in such a’ manner as 
scarcely to change the pattern. 


Domestic rugs and carpets may 
be subjected to a soap and water 
scrub, usually without injury to the 
color and weave if the soap is a 
mild one and is thoroughly re- 
moved with clear rinse water. 

In placing rugs on your floors 
there is, as the Orientalists know, 
something more than art-——there is 
science and, according to them, 
luck also. So if things seem to be 
going this way and that with you 
instead of smoothi), try changing 
the rugs or the rag around—any 
rug in your place which you feel 
might be changed to advantage, so 
that the pattern of it, like the head 
of your bed, is toward the east.

Paint on Kitchen Floors 


AINTED floors are in vogue 
P now since color ig in such favor 

in the kitehen. It is not a very 
durable-finish for a soft wood floor, 
but it is easy to keep clean, for 
water and grease can readily be 
wiped from a painted floor with 
out leaving a stain, so as long as 
color reigns in the kitchen the 
painted floor will be preferred be- 
cause it can be made to harmonize 
with the woodwork and furnish- 
ings. 


When only one or two floors are 
to be done it will be found: more 
convenient and economical to use 
the ready mixed paints. The exact 
shade desired may be secured by 
adding tints carefully. 

Before painting a kitchen floor 
the wood should be clean and dry 
and perfectiy free from dust. It 
should have three coats of paint 
and each coat should be absolute- 
ly dry before applying the next 
- After the last coat of paint is 
thoroughly dry a-coating of equal 
parts of turpentine and linseed oil 
thay be rubbed on with a soft cloth 
and the floor then polished with 
a woolen cloth. This gives a beau- 
tiful lustrous finish and acts as a 
preservative to the paint. 


A Dry Wringer 
A very satisfactory way of dry- 
ing the wringer after washing is 
te run a heavy dry Turkish towel 
through it. It will dry all the parts 
easily and well.
